WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—After an 


hour's conference with President Wil- 
son today, the 33 railroad presidents 
left the White House 
without giving 


any indication that they had aban- 
doned their stand for arbitration but 
with assurances that the negotiations 
were not ended. 


The railroad executives gave no final 


answer to the 
president's proposals, 


hut will deliberate on them today and 
see President Wilson again probably 
Monday. 


In his address to the officials. Pres- 
ident Wilson said: 


"If a strike comes the public will 


know where the responsibility rests. 
It will not be upon rne." 
May Increase Freight Rates 


While President Wilson 
was con- 


ferring with the executives he made 
public a -statement outlining his plan. 


One ray of. hope that it might in- 


duce the railroad managers to make 
concessions stood out in a suggestion 


that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion might determine whether it would, 
be right to Increase freight rates to 
meet the added compensation to em- 
ployes. 


President Wilson's Statement 


President 
Wilson's statement fol- 


lows: "I have recommended the con- 
cession of the eight hour day—that 
is the substitution of an eight hour 
day for the present 10 hour day in 
all the existing practices and agree- 
ments. 


"I made this recommendation be- 


cause I believe the concession right. 
The 8-hour day now undoubtedly has 
the sanction of the judgment of so- 
ciety in its favor and should he 
adopted as a basis for wages even 
where the actual work to he done 
cannot 
be completed 
within eight 
hours.

or udder of the cow by certain cells 
which manufacture it from the blood. 
During the process of secretion these 
cells break open and 
contribute of 


their own substance to tho mixture of 
water, salts, 
sugar and fat, which 


constitutes milk. 


At every milking a portion of the 


udder substance, the animal stuff. Is 


him to drink plenty of milk. The pa- 
tient said he was drinking milk; that 
the milk he hauled every day in the 
baggage car he was in the habit of 
drinking and he drank from the lids of 
the cans!

Why Milk Becomes Sour 


In reference to the popular belief 


that thunder storms sour the milk, it 
is Interesting to note that after re- 
. pealed experiments made by discharg- 
ing Electric sparks over the surface of 
milk, without, however, producing the 
effect, it has been proved in the light 
of our new bacterial knowledge that 
the coincidence between a 
thunder 


storm and the souring of milk is of a 
different character. 


Bacteria grow most certainly in tho 


warm, sultry conditions which usually 
precede a thunder storm and It fre- 
quently happens that 
the thunder 


storm and the souring" occur together, 
not because the storm 
hastened the 


souring, as has been supposed, 
but 


because the climatic conditions which 
precede the storm are most favorable 
to bacterial growth. 


Milk submerged in cold water -will 


not be affected by thunder, especially 
if kept in a scrupulously clean can or 
receptacle. 
The normal 
souring of 


milk has. until recently, been regarded 
as a characteristic of the milk itself

be right to increase freight rates to 
meet the added compensation to em- 
ployes.

After the1 conference the railroad 


presidents indicated that they would 
make a statement soon. 
One of the 


railroad presidents said after the con- 
ference that he did not consider the 
situation hopeless but that It was very 
serious. 
President Wilson, he said, 


had asked for a "show down" and that 
the railroad officials would give a final 
answer as soon as possible. 


In spite of the tone adopted by some

ments was her arrival on July 30 at 
Genoa from New York so that ap- 
parently she was sunk" on the return

the 
United "States. 
She 


was commanded by Capt. Eiavarello. 


The Stampalia had accommodations 


for about 1700 passengers. 
On her 


ecent voyages from New York pas- 
enger traffic has been light and tho 
agents In New York of the line said 
today she probably carried a com- 
paratively small number of pnssen- 
;ers. 
Her crew numbered about 170. 


No word had been received in New 


Y'ork by the agents of the line of tho.

The first shows 
fine pasturage, well-bred herds, care- 
fully tested, ideally clean conditions in 
the barn and am.ong milkers,- the ster- 
ilisation of all vessels'with'which1 tha 
milk conies- in.contact,-its- rapid cool- 
ing and transportation to customers.in 
refrigerator cars, the milk, itself .raw.

York legislature enacted a law which 
went into effect January 1, 1912, that 
all milk distributed in the state shall 
bo pasteurized. In pasteurizing; plants 
the milk is clarified and cleansed in 
immense revolving receptacles,

into sanitary bottles, capped by ma- 
chinery.

steam heat of from HO to 150 Fahren- 
heit for thirty minutes, after which it 
is sent to the cooling room until ready 
for delivery—and

the consumer. 


Object and Effect of Pasteurization 


Mr. J. B. Moody, manager of the 


Turner Centre Creamery, of this city, 
says: 


"The object o£ pasteurization is to 


kill the bacteria. But there are many 
kinds of bacteria in milk, and some 
are not killed 
as easily 
as others. 


Moreover, the different kinds of bac- 
teria have different Influences. 
Vfhen 


it is said that a sample of milk con- 
tains one million bacteria per cubic 
centimeter, which means a million in- 
finitesimal germs in sixteen drops of 
milk, It must 
not be supposed 
that 


they are pathogenic or disease-pro- 
ducing. 
As a matter of fact, some 


are, but a very large number are lac- 
tie acid bacteria, which are not only 
harmless but useful 
in that they are 


nature's check on the injurious bac- 
teria. 


"Now, if only the lactic add germs 


are destroyed then 
the 
pathogenic,

liferate more rapidly'and there is an 
increase ir virulence.

Why Milk Becomes Sour 


In reference 
to the popular 
belief 


that thunder storms sour the milk. It 
is interesting to note that after re- 
peated experiments made by discharg- 
ing electric Epafks over the. surface of 
milk, without, however, producing the 
effect, it has-been proved in the light 
of our new bacterial knowledge that 
the coincidence 
between a. 
thunder 


storm and the souring of milk is of a 
different character.
